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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 3-5, and 39 are pending. 

Upon review and reconsideration, the following claims are subject to species election. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention which differ at least in etiology, pathology, and mechanisms: 

a) inflammatory or autoimmune condition atherosclerosis (Claims 4 & 5) 

b) cancer growth or cancer metastasis (Claims 4 & 5) 

c) dysfunctional secretion of insulin in NIDD (Claims 4 & 5) 

d) glucose-induced oxidative stress (Claim 4) 

e) development of end-organ dysfunction or damage (Claim 4) 

Additionally, claim 39 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising the following distinct tissue specimens or cell types: 

a) vascular smooth muscle cells 

b) adrenal cells 

c) endothelial cells 

d) monocytes 

e) pancreas tissue 

f) breast tissue 
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g) renal tissue 

h) tumor 

The above species represent separate and distinct cell types with different morphologies 
and functions such that one species could not be interchanged with the other. As such, each 
species would require different searches and the consideration of different patentability issues. 

AppHcant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 4-5, and 39 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argimient that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
